Ribbons may be worn upon Apparel iatae ſ1une manneras Taffictic Ribbons , any thing in the ſail AR to 
contrare notwithſtanding, Likeas His M«zefty , with advice foreſaid, doth hereby Ratifie and renew the 
aforcſaid AR, paſt inche laſt Seffion of Parliament, — Apparel , in all the other Heads, Clauſes 
and Articles thereof, which are not by this AR innovat or dilcharged.

the ſame Brandy to be lyable in the payment of fix ſhillings Scots for exciſe: Andevery barrel of the afore. 

ſaid Mum, not exceeding twelve gallons to be lyable in threrry ſhillings Scots of cuftome , and alſmuch 

for exciſe , which exciſe of Brandy and Mum isto be raiſed in the ſeveral Shires'and Burghs, where the 

ſame ſhall be retailled , by tapping and ſelling in ſmals , and employed for the proportional relief of che 

annuity of Exciſe payable by the faids Shires and Burghs , and this cuſtome and exciſe to be lifted and 
payed conform to the Laws and As, made concerning Cuſtome and Exciſe reſpeSiv2. 
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
